One-year No. 2 vines, 70 per cent. of the price of one-year No. 1. “Two-years No. 14 
vines, half way between prices of two-years No. land one-year No. 1. ‘Three-years No. 1 
(including CaAMPBELL’s EarRLy) one-half additional to the price of two-years. 

It may not be generally known to our customers that there is not, never was and probably 
never will be any uniform standard for grading grape vines.
